Willing Slave Raises Voice Against 
Tobacco 

Westbrook Pegler, brilliant colum- 
nist, says in a syndicated article: 

“Since Gene Tunney wrote a maga- 
zine article against the cigarette, I be- 
lieve against the use of tobacco gener- 
ally, quite a brisk little agitation has 
blown up against the dirty weed, in 
which I am glad to raise my voice as 
one who has suffered much, not that 
the clamor will do any good. 

“The smoking habit is a nuisance, and 
if you want to call it a plague that will 
be all right with me, too. Certainly noth- 
ing good can be said in favor of the 
cigarette, because, obviously, the human 
system was not intended to breathe the 
smoke of burning leaves and paper, and 
all decent medical testimony condemns 
the habit, but still the sales grow and 
total abolition by law, if it could be ac- 
complished, would cause great economic 
commotion, so important to our well- 
being is our most popular vice. . . 


Part of Diet 


“To most of us the cigarette has be- 
come as much a part of our diet as bread, 
and youngsters seem to take to it just 
as naturally, even though their elders 
tell them from early childhood that 
smoking is bad for them and that the 
habit, once formed, is very hard to 
break. 

“T can’t say that I ever got any pleasure 
out of smoking except two or three first 
cigarettes after two or three heroic but 
futile attempts to swear off, the longest 
of which lasted about three months 
when I was in high school. It is a nui- 
sance, because the victim must always 
be sure to keep cigarettes and matches 
or a lighter in his pockets and feels 
something like alarm or fear if he finds 
himself fresh out and unable to get any. 


Nerve-Soothing Nonsense:— 


“This business about tobacco soothing 
the nerves or stimulating thought is just 
nonsense, because a non-smoker is much 
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less likely to need soothing in the first 
place, and there is no testimony that the 
great thinkers of the world were smokers 
or that smoking had anything to do 
with the cerebration of those who did 
smoke. 

“My personal experience is that smok- 
ing irritates the nerves, but my trouble, 
and I believe the trouble most smokers 
have when they try to quit, is that the 
doing without after long and steady us- 
age also causes irritation. 

“Tunney is one of the few men I have 
ever known who doesn’t smoke, which 
is a way of commenting that the non- 
smoker these days is a member of a very 
small minority. He got that way as 
a young kid with ambitions to be an 
athlete and never started, but on the 
other hand, I have known hundreds of 
star athletes who smoked as soon as they 
broke training and others who smoked 
somewhat in training.”

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VUndon His ‘Wings

(Sermon preached the last Sundaymorning of the camp meeting in St.Helena.) 


Psalm 91 was the text and theme of 
the message. 

Commencing in the proper place in 
the things of God, one is the better able 
to face the realities of life. 

In recognition of human need, no 
greater statement can be found in all 
literature than is in the first verse of 
the ninety-first Psalm. All versions and 
translations speak in the same terms. 
The statement places human life un- 
der final authority—that of the Almighty. 
The first verse stands alone. The rest 
of the verses of the Psalm are an inter- 
pretation of this one verse. “He that 
dwelleth in the secret place of the most 
High shall abide under the shadow of 
the Almighty.” And shall know the se- 
curity and blessing stated in the other 
fifteen verses. 

Some say the writer of this Psalm is 
Moses, the same writer of Psalm 90. It 
doesn’t make much difference who wrote 
it. If you live in Psalm 90, we'll find 
how you can live in Psalm 91:1. 

There is a great contrast between 
Psalm 90 and Psalm 91. Psalin 90 car- 
ries a minor note through it. “Thou 
turnest man to destruction; and sayest, 
Return, ye children of men. For a thou- 
sand years in thy sight are but as yester- 
day when it is past, and as a watch in 
the night. Thou carriest them away as 
with a flood; they are as a sleep: in the 
morning they are like grass which grow- 
eth up. In the morning it flourisheth, and 
groweth up; in the evening it is cut 
down, and withereth. . . We spend our 
years as a tale that is told. . . ” There 
is in it the continual strain of final an- 
alysis of human life when faced with 
death. This Psalm is often used in com- 
mittal services in funerals. 

Psalm 91 carries a major note of glad- 
ness. It glories in the strength of the 
eternal One. In it is found that ecstatic 
feeling like David had when he said that 
he could run through a troop and leap 
over a wall. 

If the writer of Psalm 90 was the writ- 
ter of Psalm 91 he reached a high pin- 
nacle of experience somewhere between 
the writing of the two Psalms. In the 
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ninetieth Psalm we hear the strain 
“Hark, I hear a doleful sound.” A sad 
religion and despondency is no appeal to 
those without Christ. No matter how 
good your intentions are and how earn- 
est you are in trying to win a soul to 
Christ if all you have to offer or to show 
for your experience is a long face and a 
sad religion you'll never make any ap- 
peal to one who needs Christ. He feels 
that he can get along very nicely with- 
out that. Anyone with a sad religion 


needs the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 


In Psalm 91 we find a soul happy in 
the Lord in the face of trying circum- 
stances. In verses 2 to 8 the Psalmist 
talks to himself, taking inventory of 
himself, of his strength and assets in 
time of trouble. In Psalm 91 the writer 
is not making daisy chains, not singing 
a merry song, not thumbing his way to 
heaven, not in the draft waiting to be 
calted, and not in the training camp, he 
is in the front line trenches. He is where 
you may have to look for a fox hole any 
minute. 


This song is not about joy and vic- 
tory; it is about perils. But his eyes are 
not upon the perils but on Him that 
hath power to deliver from the situation. 

There are too many people who don’t 
see anything in their experience but the 


devil. They’re always talking about what

the devil has done to them. That’s no 
testimony for the Lord, but for the devil. 
The Apostle Paul wrote “but we see 
Jesus.” CHeb 2:9) The Lion of the 
tribe of Judah is able to break every 
chain. I know someone who worried be- 
cause she was feeling so good, for she 
felt that when she did feel bad again it 
would be worse than ever. Some people 
can’t enjoy a blessing from God because 
they feel that it is just reinforcement 
for a coming trial. 

Every blessing in this entire Psalm is 
contingent upon the first verse. If a man 
lives in the first verse, then he can say, 
“T will say of the Lord, He is my refuge 
and my fortress. . . ” I believe every 
blessing depends upon an “if.”. All the 
security of the whole Psalm is depend- 
ent on if there is an abiding in the first 
verse. 

Abraham had 318 trained men in his 
house when he went against the kings 
who hd captured Lot. Abraham lived 
in I Corinthians 13; so he went after Lot 
though he had selfishly taken the best 
when offered his choice of land. Abra- 
ham ceuld have said that Lot got what 
he deserved, that he had chosen to go 
there, now let him get out of his troubles 
by himself if he could; but he loved Lot 
and helped him. 

Melchizedek, Abraham’s pastor, met 
him on his return, with a communion 
service. And Abraham saw to it that he 
had no unpaid tithes on his hands. (Gen. 
14:18-20) The king of Sodom offered 


spoils to Abraham, but he said “T have 


lift up mine hand unto the Lord, the 
most high God, the possessor of heaven 
and earth, that I will not take from a 
thread even to a shoelatchet, and that 
I will not take anything that is thine, 
lest thou shouldest say, I have made 
Abram rich.” 

David said “I will look unto the hills 
from whence cometh my help.” ‘Then 
possibly pondered and thought, no, that’s 
a mistake, “My help cometh from the 
Lorde 

We should look unto the Lord both 
in prosperity and in difficulties. There is 
your strength. He is our hiding place. 
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“He made darkness his hiding place.” 
(Psa. 18:11) “In the time of trouble he 
shall hide me in his pavilion: in the 
secret of his tabernacle shall he hide 
me.” (Psa. 27:5.) “How excellent is thy 
loving kindness, O God! Therefore the 
children of men put their trust under 


the shadow of thy wings.” (Psa. 36:7) 


Surrounded with snares, fowler, ter- 
ror by night, arrow by day, pestilence in 
darkness, destruction, plague, lion, add- 
er, and dragon, the writer of Psalm 91 
looks up. Isn’t that a list of things to in- 
vite people to share? But see a God big- 
ger than the circumstances. We can’t say 
there is no pain, but look at the provision 
made for the deliverance from suffer- 
ing and pain. Look at the list of en- 
couraging things in this Psalm: refuge, 
fortress, feathers, wings, shield, buckler, 
angels, keep, deliver, long life, satistac- 
tion, and salvation. 

We are told that in the center of a 
cyclone there is a quiet place where 
there is no disturbance or destruction. 
In Christ, the Christian is in the center 
with the cyclone of this world all around. 
Storms, stress, and agitations is the por- 
tion in the world, the lot of every man. 
Your religion is as good to you as you 
make it work in your everyday life. 
You have to reduce the Northern Cali- 
fornia and Nevada district camp meet- 
ing to that blue Monday morning at 
home when the work is stacked high 
about you, or on the job, or whatever 
circumstance you find yourself in. There 
may be stress and strain, but abide in 
the peaceful center, in God. 

H. G. Spafford in losing his only 
daughter in a shipwreck, when his wife 
sent the cablegram saying “I alone am 
left,” did not look at the adders or lions, 
but wrote 


“When peace like a river attendeth 
my way, 
When sorrows like sea billows roll; 


Whatever my lot, Thou hast taught 
me to Say, 
‘It is well, it is well with my 
soul.’ ” 

When the storm broke around Jesus, 
he went back to the synagogue and read 
“the Spirit of the Lord is upon me. . . ” 

Through Christ, because of his abid- 
ing in the secret place, it is that we have 
access to the secret place of the most 
High. It is not how you can perform, or 
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who you are, but by Christ that you 
have an abiding place. Jesus said, “no 
man cometh to the Father but by me.” 

When the disciples were in the boat 
when the storm arose on Galilee, Jesus 
came to them in the fourth watch, the 
last watch in the night. When in the 
very extreme of strain He still comes to 
help. 

We are now in the days of the second 
World War. The first World War was 
bad enough, but was just a disturbance 
compared to this world war. And if 
ever the church of the living God needs 
to abide in the secret place of the most 
High, it is today in the midst of a world 
at war and all of its attendant evils. 
Dwelling in the secret place we can let 
our requests be made known unto God. 

This Psalm is not a song of still wat- 
ers, but of a storm and a secret place to 
hide. We must not throw up our hands 
when the storms come. Dwell in the se- 
cret place with God. Consider the out- 
spread pinion, the feathers, abide under 
His wings. 

You can’t understand the 91st Psalm 
if you've never heard a hen cluck or 
a chicken peep. Our Almighty One nev- 
er slumbers or sleeps. Consider the na- 
ture of the hen, one who has the run 
of the farm and the responsibility of 
her own chicks. She guards her chicks, 
her eyes are only to see and look out 
for their welfare. She listens for the ap- 
proach of an enemy. She clucks when 
she finds a worm and calls them to her. 
She clucks when danger comes. And the 
chicks know the difference, though it 
sounds the same to us. When the hawk 
flies over she clucks and the chicks run 
for refuge under her wings, and soon no 
chicks are to be seen anywhere. The 
hawk who has planned on making a 
raid thinks he’s made a mistake, that 
there were no chickens after all, and 
away he goes. When the hen gives the 
“all clear” cluck, the chicks begin to ap- 
pear from under her wings. When she 
stands up and the chicks are safe about 
her again, they can say, “Say, it’s glory to 
walk with her.” 


When we cry unto Him in time of 
trouble, we can hide under His wing, 
and the devil says, “I thought he was 
there, but he isn’t.” We're safe in Him. 


Spurgeon was invited by a friend who 
had heard it, to hear the nightingale sing 


at a certain place. When he made the | 


trip for the express purpose of hearing

the bird, a storm broke, and it was 


thought that surely there would be no— 
singing that night. But amid the thun- 


der and lightning, the voice of the bird « 


could be heard in the times of quiet be- _ 
tween the roars of thunder. Instead of | 


being disappointed in not hearing the — 
bird sing, he was the more charmed in | 
hearing the song in the midst of the 
storm. The next day the bird was found 
snugly and closely on the bough of a 


tree not far from the window, a place 
he’d never been known to be before— 
and with a thorn pressed almost through » 


his body. 


We need not lose our song in the 
strain and stress of life. Hide in the 
secret place of the most High and sing 
His praises. He is our canopy, our de- 
fense, our protection, in all the storms ° 


of life.

They 
are historical, spirit 
ual, and prophetical.

WHY THE BLESSING HAS BEEN 
WITHHELD 


“Lift up thine eyes unto the high 
places.” “The high places” throughout 
all Scriptures means “religious places” 
or “spiritual places” so-called. “Having 
the form of godliness but denying the 
power thereof.” The professing church 
is to blame for the spiritual drouth. We 
therefore should not blame the world 
when the church really is guilty. “For 
the time is come that judgment must 
begin at the house of God.” “Lift up 
thine eyes to the high places, and see 
where thou Chast failed) . . . Thou hast 
polluted the land with thy whoredoms 
Cunfaithfulness to God) and with thy 
wickedness. Therefore the showers have 
been with-holden, and there hath been 
no latter rain; and thou hast a whore’s 
forehead, thou refusedst to be ashamed” 
(Jer. 3:2, 3). Professing Christians who 
have flirted with the world and have 
been untrue to the Lord Jesus in a 
great many instances come to the place 
where nothing fazes them, and they 
brazenly and defiantly refuse to be 
ashamed. 

Therefore the real cause for drought, 
here set forth and characterized in mod- 
ern phraseology, is, the great sin that 
breaks all God’s covenants; that shuts 
up heaven’s blessings—the awful sin of 
self-love, which manifests itself in dem- 
onstrations of selfishness, and terminates 
in shamelessness. Oh, may God break 
and mellow our stony hearts, so that 
instead of self! self! self! our heart cry 
will be, others! others! others! 

Another cause for spiritual dearth is 
found in Jeremiah 5:23, 24. “But this

people hath a revolting and a rebellious 
heart; they are revolted and gone.” 
When you have a revolting and rebell- 
ious heart, you will soon revolt in your 
ways. The trouble begins in the heart, 
and culminates in our ways. “They are 
revolted and gone”—gone away from the 
Lord in their own ways. 

Revolt is caused by self-will and leads 
to “indifference” as to the claims of 
Christ upon our lives. “Neither say 
they in their heart, let us fear the Lord 
—Cindifference), that giveth—the latter 
rain. . . ” Self-love leads to self-will, 
and self-will always leads to gross indif- 
ference, until nothing but the leanness 
of heaven, and the judgments of God, 
will awaken such people. Now these 
are strong Scriptures, but I am glad that 
we have had the bitter first, for we shall 
now plow into portions of the Word that 
are sweeter. 

“The bud may have a bitter taste 
But sweet will be the flower 
For God’s purposes will ripen fast 


Unfolding every hour.” 
HOW THE BLESSING MAY BE 
RESTORED 
1. Back to the Word of God 


Isa. 30:21-23, 26 

Satan had thrown the switch and 
thereby side-tracked us from the main 
line of the Word of God, and we had 
therefore gotten ahead of God on a side 
trail. Therefore the Lord says, “And 
thine ears shall hear a Word behind 
thee, saying, this is the way, walk ye in 
it, when ye turn to the right hand, and 
when ye turn to the left.” We had been 
side tracked, and had gone ahead of 
God, on that wrong track. It is there- 
fore that the voice of the Lord was heard 
behind, calling us to “back-up” and get 
back on the main Bible route to Glory. 

Coming back to the Word of God 
will mean that in accordance with verse 
22, we will renounce and cast away 
every idol of worldliness, and take an out 
and out stand for the Lord. Having done 
so, then we may look for showers of 
blessing. For we read in verse 23 “Then 
shall He (the Lord) give the ‘rain’ of 
thy seed,”—the “bread”—the sustaining 
Word of God. 


_ Not only is the Word of God bread 
for the soul but it is light, Divine light, 


to guide us from earth to Glory. In verse 


26 we read, “Moreover the light of the — 
moon shall be as the light of the sun, — 


and the light of the sun shall be seven- 


fold, as the light of seven days, in the~ 


day that the Lord bindeth up the breach | 


of His people, and healeth the stroke of 
their wound.” Literally this refers to the 
light and glory of the coming kingdom. 
Spiritually, it speaks of the divine light 


and glory that has come to our souls. 


The light of the sun shall be sevenfold. | 


“Seven” means “perfection” and seven- 


fold light means perfect light. And what | 


could this glorious light be but Divine 
light, gospel light, perfect Pentecostal 
light. This was the kind of light that 
shone into my soul when the Lord 
saved and baptized me with the Holy 
Ghost. It was the kind of light that 
shone at the gates of Eden, the burning 
bush, and the pillar of fire, and at 
the door of the tabernacle. It is 
the light that shone in tongues of fire 
at Pentecost, and that burst upon Saul 
on the Damascus road. It is the glory 
that flashed before Isaiah and Ezekiel 
and that swept the gloomy isle of Pat- 
mos into a sea of glory with Jesus in 
the midst of it, and John worshipping 
at His feet. 
2. Right Desire 

In Mark 11:24 Jesus said, “What 
things soever ye desire, when ye pray, be- 
lieve that ye receive them, and ye shall 
have them.” Before getting into the spirit 
of prayer we are very apt to have wrong 
desires, but when in the act of praying, 
and praying in the Spirit, right desires 
will well up in our souls. You would 
think that desire was the mother of 
prayer, but there is a sense in which 
prayer is the mother of desire. “What 
things soever ye desire when ye pray” 
that would indicate that right desire 
comes to us while we are in the act of 
praying. There are a great many desires 
in our hearts, but when we get into the 
spirit of prayer, it is remarkable how few 
desires are left. When we really sur- 
render to God we come to the place that 
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we desire only God, and His will for 
us. 

Let us turn to Psalm 65:9-13. “Thou 
(Lord) visitest the earth and waterest 
it.” Dr. Young translates it: “Thou visit- 
est the earth after Thou hast made it 
desire the rain.” The Lord visits His 
people and waters them with His bless- 
ing, but not until He has made them 
desire the thing He wants to give. 
“Blessed are they (already) that hunger 
and thirst according to righteousness.” 
Please take that translation. “Blessed 
are they that hunger and thirst” not 
simply after righteousness but “accord- 
ing to righteousness,” that is, in a right 
way, with a righteous desire, such are 
already blessed and are right now being 
watered with the blessing of heaven. 
“Thou (Lord) greatly enrichest it (Thy 
people) with the river of God, which is 
full of water.” Vhis river of blessing 
breaks from the hills of Glory and can 
be traced to God’s own heart of love. It 
is the river of living water. More water 
comes through that river than the Mis- 
sissippi or the Amazon. 

“Thou (Lord) preparest them corn.” 
Corn in the natural world sustains and 
strengthens. those who feed on it. This 
corn is typical of the Word of the Lord, 
which sustains, and strengthens our 
hearts. “The vaileys also are covered 
over with corn.” Not only on the hills 
of blessing will we find sustaining food 
for the soul, but in the midst of the 
valleys of trial we will find more corn 
than we do on the hills. In fact in the 
natural you will always find a much 
greater crop of corn in the valley than 
you will on the hills, and so, in the 
midst of the valley of the severest test- 
ings, the Lord will give us the deepest 
and richest revelations of His Word, 
plentiful food for the soul. 

“Thou waterest the ridges thereof 
abundantly.” The pointed tops of hills 
are the ridges. The top of a house is its 
ridge. We are houses—temples of the 
Holy Ghost, and the top of our house, 
the head, is the ridge. Our head, and in- 
tellect, needs a good watering from 
heaven. Our heads need to be put to 
soak in God. The waters of heaven, and 
the anointing oil, of Glory, will do our 
heads a lot of good. “Thou anointest my 
‘head’ (thinking) with oil.” If our think- 
ing is anointed with the oil of the Holy 
Spirit, then it will soon have a most 


——— 
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blessed effect on our “cup” Cheart)— 
“My cup runneth over.” Because of our 
self-will and stubbornness, the Lord has 
to break up and plow up our hard heads, 
and stony hearts. And then He sends 
the heavenly rain to soften and mellow 
us. “Thou (Lord) settlest the furrows 
thereof.” In the natural the ground after 
plowing needs to be settled (well soaked) 
by a torrential rain in order to get a good 
crop. After the Lord has plowed and 
pulverized our hearts, we need a down- 
pour of rain to settle our hearts and pre- 
pare us for spiritual fruition. “Thou 
makest it soft with showers.” 

“Thou blessest the springing thereof.” 
Literally speaking after the soil has been 
prepared, the seed sown, and the rain 
has fallen,—the crops spring up with a 
real “spring” in them. So it will be in 
the spiritual realm, we will “spring up” 
toward God and heaven. We have seen 
little children come running to met their 
dad with a bounce and a “spring” they 
will jump up and throw their arms 
around Father’s neck. Just so, with en- 
thusiasm and love, we can “spring” to- 
ward the Lord and the Lord “blessest 
the springing thereof.” When your soul 
springs toward God He will meet it with 
glorious floods of latter rain. 

3. Faith in Appropriation 

“And they opened their mouth wide 
(faith) as for the latter rain” (to appro- 
priate the blessing) (Job. 29:23). In 
Psalm 81:10 the Lord says, “I am the 
Lord, thy God, which brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt.” In other words— 
I am the Lord which brought thee out 
of the world of sin and bondage, now 
open all the windows of your soul and 
go on to the Pentecostal Canaan of the 
fulness of the Spirit. “Open thy mouth 
wide and I will fill it’ Spurgeon, and 
I think Martin Luther also, used to ren- 
der this Scripture, “Open wide thy 
mouth and I will fill it to the heart.” It 
is the heart that the Lord is after. The 
idea is to really open up to God, and 
that the whole heart is opened to the 
Lord. This act of faith on our part brings 
us into a state of receptivity where the 
Lord can fill and flood us to the heart 
with the glory of His presence. 

4. God’s Grace 

The fourth step is to come to a full 
dependence on the grace of God, both 
for our salvation and the receiving of 


the baptism of the Holy Spirit. In Pro- 


verbs 16:15 we read “In the light of the 
King’s countenance is life; and His favor 
is as a cloud of the latter rain.” For the 
sake of illumination I shall explanatorily 
read that first sentence to you in my 
own phraseology. “In the love-light of 
the Heavenly King’s beaming face, is 
life, mercy, pardon, forgiveness, unmer- 
ited favor, grace.” In the love-light of 
our King’s face, is life—yea, life for us 
who were doomed to death. He is the 
King of kings and Lord of lords. He is 
vested with Heavenly executive power 
—pardoning power. Like the governors 
of some states have executive pardoning 
power and have spared the lives of 
more than one man that has been doom- 
ed to the chair, so our Christ and Lord 
has executive power, yes, pardoning 
power ten million times greater than any 
king, president, or governor. 


It is purely on the basis of grace and 
unmerited favor that we receive the 
baptism of the Holy Spirit. “And His 
favor is as a cloud of the latter rain.” 

5. Make Christ King 

The fifth step toward an outpouring 
of the Holy Spirit, is to acknowledge 
Christ is King of our lives. The 68th 
Psalm describes the glory that will be 
ours when we do so. “Let God arise’”— 
and reign in our hearts. “Let His en- 
emies be scattered. . . Let the righteous 
be glad; let them rejoice before God: 
yea let them exceedingly rejoice. Sing 
unto God, sing praises to His Name: 
extol Him that rideth upon the heavens 
by His Name JAH!” The Covenant 
One, our Lord and King, the One in 
Whom all full gospel blessing is vested, 
let us give Him the glory, let us crown 
Him King of our lives forever. 


Our Lord has all power in Heaven 
and upon earth, and before the power of 
His mighty voice things do shake. They 
shook at Mount Sinai, and they shook at 
Calvary. Today, in the spiritual sense, 
the Lord is shaking the world by this 
mighty Pentecostal Holy Ghost revival. 
“Thou, O God didst send a plentiful 
rain.” Another good translation reads, 
“Thou, O God didst shake out a plenti- 
ful rain,” “whereby thou didst confirm 
thine inheritance when it was weary.” 
This is one kind of “confirmation” that 
I am a strong believer in. When we were 
weary, because of spiritual drouth, then

“We will tell a little about a long 
trip we made a few weeks back. For 
more than a year we have had an invi- 
tation from the Trianglo of Minas and 
the state of Sao Paulo to come and give 
some special meetings, and to bring our 
instruments. Finally in the month of 
January we found the way open to 


go...

Our 
monthly operating expenses are running 
around $130. $100 of this is direct 
child support, two children whom the 
corporation is supporting fully and three 
in part. The balance is miscellaneous 
expense. We rejoice in the way the 
Lord has provided from month to month. 

“You'll be interested in knowing a 
large portion of offerings received have 
come from Northern California groups. 

“T trust that none of our friends as- 
sume that finances designated for Child- 
ren of Alaska, Inc., go to Mrs. Calame 
and myself. We receive nothing from 
Children of Alaska, whatever. Our sup- 
port comes from offerings designated to 
us personally. I have wondered if there 
might be confusion in the minds of 
some. 

“Mrs. Calame and I have taken over 
the Douglas Mission Community Sun- 
day School, due to the death of the man 
who had formerly operated it. Douglas is 
across the channel from us, and a three- 
mile drive by car.

Those who attended the Women’s 
Missionary Council meetings held each 
afternoon during camp meeting were 
privileged to hear some very interest- 
ing and enlightening messages about 
the Home Missions work andthe for- 


eign fields. 


Mrs. L. H. Park told of the work in 
China which they had to leave on ac- 
count of war conditions and of Brother 
Park’s intention to return as soon as a 
way opens. Esther Mae Cooper related 
interesting experiences of her trip to 
Alaska spreading the Gospel in song 
and testimony and of the many op- 
portunities to witness to the soldiers 
there. 


The needs of the American Indian 
were ptesented at another service by 
Dorothy Morgan, a missionary to the 
Indians in Nevada, and Brother Charles 
Pepper of Visalia, a presbyter in the 
Southern California District. Lulu Ash- 
more, recently returned from the Malay 
States, gave an interesting account of 
her work in the Kentucky mountains 
and how it prepared her for the work 
she was later to do for the Lord among 
the Chinese people. Interesting reports 
were given by representatives from the 
various sub-districts, and a number of 
the Home Missionaries told of their ex- 
periences on the Home Missions field. 

The aim and purpose of the W.M.C., 
to help the pastor and his family, the 
church and community, neighboring 
small churches, pastors of home missions 
stations and foreign missionaries, was 
presented by Mrs. R. J. Thurmond, 
W.M.C. Director, at the last Friday 
afternoon service in the tabernacle. The 
following report of the work done dur- 
ing the past year was read: 4,897 re- 
ligious papers, 50 New Testaments and 
42 Bibles were given out; $8.50 for New 
Testaments for soldiers; 696 sick calls 
and hospital calls; 1,517 house to house 
calls; 217 boxes of clothing and gro- 
ceries, 308 garments; 61 quilts and 
blankets; 36 rugs; 9 showers to pastors 
and others; 15 complete layettes; $140 to 
Home Missions and small churches; 
$25 to Foreign Missions; $15 aand 30 
garments for the Red Cross; 3 stoves and 
1 hotwater tank; 1 bed, a kitchen cab- 
inet and a baby bed; floral wreaths, re- 
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ligious plaques, canned fruit, paint, cur- 
tains, drapes for altar, and carpets; Sun- 
day School rooms renovated and fur- 
nished; nurseries furnished; baptismal 
robes made; comforters for campground, 
and many other articles and things giv- 
en to needy workers. One church group 
sent in a very interesting report too late 
to be included in the above but was 
also read: $10 to a needy small church, 
4 sheets and 4 pillow cases, $10 for a 
radio program, $5 for Reveilles, $10 for 
China Relief, $2.50 toward a coat for a 
needy person, $57.46 given in gifts, Re- 
veilles, gospel broadcasts, and foreign 
missions offerings. This group is also 
active in Red Cross work having made 
19 wheel-chair robes, 10 pillows, 18 
fracture pillows, 11 bedside rugs and 
10 soldier’s kits, besides taking an active 
interest in the W.C.T.U. work in the 
community. 

A number of lovely comforters, lay- 
ettes, aprons, dresses and many other 
articles which were brought in for dis- 
play and distribution were of the very 
best and more than had been hoped for 
on account of the many outside duties 
now required of the women. Many were 
the favorable comments on the women’s 
work by pastors, presbyters, and home 
missionaries.

But his delight is in the worship of 
the church and to the services he or she 
goeth each night. 

He shall be like a worker in the vine- 
yard of the Lord, who bringeth his friends 
unto Christ; his influence also is for good, 
and whatsoever he doeth is open and above 
board. 

The indifferent Church members are 
not so, but are like the chaff which the 
wind driveth away. 


Have patience! Remember it took only 
a few days to get Israel out of Egypt, 
but it took forty years to get Egypt out 
of Israel.

Bible Game No. 5 For Your Bible 
Game Book 


The name of this game boys and 
girls, is Whose Cap am I Wearing? 

No doubt you've heard the expres- 
sion, “Put on your thinking cap.” May- 
be your school teacher said it when you 
were having a hard time keeping your 
mind on your lesson. Well, that is what 
the cap in our game represents, a think- 
ing cap. 

Here are the rules for the game: 

Divide your group into two sides or 
parts, side No. 1 and side No. 2. Ap- 
point a captain for each side. 

One side leaves the room taking the 
“cap” with it. (The cap may be made 
of paper, or a regular cap or hat may be 
used.) ‘They decide on the name of a 
Bible character who had reason to do 
some real thinking. They could decide 
on Peter and what he thought when he 
heard the rooster crow, or Stephen when 
he was being stoned, or maybe Cain, 
when God asked him where his brother 
Wass... .vete: 

Let’s say that side No. 1, which has 
the cap in their possession and is out 
of the room, decides on the Bible char- 
acter, Herod. ‘The captain appoints one 
of their number to represent Herod and 
to wear the cap. 

Let’s say for example ey there are 
five members to side No. 1. To each 
member of the side must be given 
“a thought” or statement concerning 
something that Herold was thinking. 

When Herod heard the news of Jesus’ 
wonderful miracles, it made him think. 
He wondered if John the Baptist whom 
he beheaded had come to life again. 
From there, then we can draw our 
thoughts. We must choose five; one for 
each member of side No. 1. The first 
one must be hard; the next a little easier 
and the third, easier yet, and so on un- 
til the fifth is almost a “give away.” 

Let’s use the following for our first 
thought (for example) “I’m thinking of 
a strong Gospel message once preached 
to me.” (That one was the one preached 
on repentance to Herod by John.) Sec- 
ond thought: “I’m thinking of a bad bar- 
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gain J made.” (The one Herod made 
with Herodias’ daughter.) ‘Third 
thought: “I’m thinking of a birthday 
party. CHis own.) Fourth thought: “I’m 
thinking of an innocent man killed at 
my own command.”. Fifth thought: 
(this is the easy one) “I’m wondering 
if Jesus is John the Baptist come to life 
again.’ 

Each of these thoughts is divided 
among the members of side No. 1; the 
fifth being given to the appointed “He. 
rod” with the cap. 

Side No. 1 enters the room and faces 
side No. 2. In the center of the room is 
a chair for the one wearing the cap. As 
he seats himself he says, “Whose cap am 
I wearing?” In other words, he means, 
which character do I represent? 

To side One is given 25 points to 
start with. There should be someone to 
keep score. 

The captain of side No. 2 asks the 
first member of side No. | to give them 
the character’s first thought. If side No. 
2 guesses who the character is on the 
first thought, they keep the 25 points; 
otherwise they lose five points, (the five 
points they lose go to the opposite side). 
If side No. 2 cannot guess on thought 
No. 2 they lose another 5 points; and 
so on until they come to thought No. 
5 which they must-ask of the one who 
is wearing the cap. If they ask for that 
one they lose all 25 points, and only a 
chance to get the cap remains. Not un- 
til side No. 2 guesses the name of the 
Bible character represented, do they 
have a chance to use the cap. 

The side that scores 100 points first 
wins the game.

This city will be a literal city, and it 
will literally descend, despite the fact 
that Barnes remarks, “No man can sup- 
pose that this is literally true.” God does 
not want us to suppose that what we read 
here is true; He would have us believe 
that “these words are true and faithful.” 
God is not describing that which is not 
going to be; He is describing that which 
shall take place. Let us not allow ourselves 
to be numbered among those who explain 


away the Word of God. 


2. As having the glory of God; and 
her light like unto a stone most precious, 
even like a jasper stone, clear as crystal. 
While the city is to be a literal city, let 
us not overlook the fact that each char- 
acteristic of it sets forth a striking char- 
acteristic of the bride who will inhabit it. 
The saints are to possess “the glory of 
God.” It is given to them in a measure 
now; after they shall have entered upon 
their heavenly inheritance, that which is 
of the earth, earthly, will give place to 


that which is of heaven, heavenly; they 
will have “the glory of God.” 


3. As having a wall great and high. 
Walls were built around cities in ancient 
times for their protection. Babylon was 
regarded as impregnable for the reason 
that around it was “a wall great and 
high.” The Chinese built a wall fifteen 
hundred miles long to protect their nor- 
thern border, but it proved to be inade- 
quate protection, as did the Maginot Line 
in France. This “wall great and high” is 
significant of the fact that the bride will 
be adequately protected throughout eter- 
nity. Into the garden of Eden came the 
serpent to deceive Eve, and bring about 
the fall of the race, and the introduction 
of sin with all its attendant evils into the 
world, but no serpent will ever be per- 
mitted to enter the new Jerusalem; this 
“wall great and high” will keep every 
would-be intruder out. The inhabitants 
will be forever safe. Mark the fact that 
the wall will have twelve foundations and 
in them the names of the twelve apostles 
of the Lamb. The church is built upon 
the foundation of the apostles and pro-

phets (Eph. 2:20). Notice how often the 


numeral twelve appears. Twelve is the 
number of governmental perfection. The 
government of this city will be perfect; 
the laws will be perfect, and they will be 
perfectly administered. 

4. As having twelve gates, and at the 
gates twelve angels, and the names of the 
twelve tribes of Israel written upon the 
gates. Some commentators have contended 
that here we have evidence that we are 
on strictly Jewish ground, that the new 
Jerusalem does not represent the church 
at all. They have lost sight of the fact 
that the church has come through the 
Israelitish nation. The woman in chapter 
12 is Israel, as we have seen, the Man- 
child is Christ; He was born of the wom- 
an, and through Him we have been saved; 
through Him the bride will eventually be 
joined in the bonds of heavenly wedlock 
to her lover Lord. The twelve angels are 
to be regarded as guardian angels; none 
will be permitted to pass through the 
gates except those who shall have been 
thoroughly purged and made fit to enter. 
Read verse 27. 

5. As lying foursquare. “The length 
and the breadth and the height of it were 
equal.” We have been told that this is 
contrary to reason and sense. Is a city 
thus constructed conceivable? Not upon 
the earth as the earth is now constituted. 
But let us remember that this city is being 
built in heaven, and that it is likely that 
the conditions that there exist, and the 
laws that there operate, are quite different 
from conditions and laws with which we 
are familiar here upon earth. Some of the 
things that are now taking place every 
day upon this planet were supposed a 
few years ago to be so contrary to good 
reason and common sense that the pos- 
sibility that they would ever take place 
was not even suggested. Millions of peo- 
ple, for instance, in every quarter of the 
earth, have often sat recently in the quiet 
of their homes and listened to the voice 
of a man speaking in an ordinary tone in 
far-away London, or Paris, or Rome, or 
other distant centers. Suppose the Bible 
had declared prophetically that this would 
take place; would not the wiseacres of 
earth have said that it cannot be, for such 


a thing is contrary to good reason and 
common sense? Even believers in the ver- 
acity of the written Word would have 
been tempted to apologize for it and to 
have said that undoubtedly it is to be un- 
derstood in some figurative sense. But no- 
body questions it today; discovery has 
been made that it can be done in harmony 
with laws that were not known to exist. 

The Holy of Holies in Solomon’s tem- 
ple was a perfect cube (I Kings 6:19, 20). 
And in I Chron, 28:12 we read that “the 
pattern of all that he had,” of all that 
David had, he had “by the Spirit”; and 
that David gave the pattern to Solomon 
we are distincly told, and Solomon fol- 
lowed the pattern; so it was not a mere 
accident or coincidence that the Holy of 
Holies was a perfect cube; God had de- 
signed that it should be, and for a reason. 
Evidently for the same reason He de- 
signed that the new Jerusalem should be 
foursquare, a perfect cube. The thought 
of symmetry is here. God would have us 
symmetrical, not lopsided or out of joint, 
but symmetrical. If He could have His 
full way, all the gifts of the Spirit would 
be in evidence in all our assembles, and 
each of the gifts would take its own place 
and be operated always in harmony with 
the divine will. In the new Jerusalem 
God will always have His full way. 

6. As being pure gold, like unto clear 
glass. Gold symbolizes the divine right- 
eousness. All the saints are “partakers of 
the divine nature.” And John says, “It 
doth not yet appear what we shall be: but 
we know that, when He shall appear, we 
shall be like Him; for we shall see Him as 
He is” (I John 3:2). He is perfectly 
holy; so we shall be perfectly holy too. No 
such gold as the gold out of which the 
home of the bride is being built has ever 
been known on earth, gold that is “like 
unto clear glass.” But God did not ex- 
haust His resources when He made the 
gold of earth; this gold is gold of heaven, 
and is superior to the gold of earth, as 
much superior as gold here is superior 
to brass or copper or tin or iron. 

7. As both giving and receiving. What 
is it described as giving? Light. What is 
it described as receiving? Glory and hon- 
or. “And the nations . . . shall walk in 
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the light of it: and the kings of the earth 
do bring their glory and honour into it.” 
By “the kings of the earth” I do not un- 
derstand the sovereigns that here reign 
upon earthly thrones; I understand rather 
the saints who overcome every opposing 
spiritual force and reign with Christ upon 
the thrones of their own lives. Paul wrote 
in I Cor. 4:8, “Already ye have become 
full, already ye are become rich,—apart 
from us ye are become kings! And I would 
indeed ye had become kings, that we also 
with you might have together become 
kings!” (Rotherham’s rendering) .

the Lord sent the rain, and “confirmed 
us into the rain.” While others are being 
confirmed into a dead creed and organi- 
zation, I am glad the Lord has confirmed 
us into the rain. I am now living in the 
rain and making the rain my church 
home, and let me assure you it is a good 
place to live. But I hear some one ask 
is it scriptural to “live in the rain?” Oh, 
yes, it is, for in verse 10 we read “Thy 
congregation hath dwelt therein,’—dwelt 
in the rain. 

“The Lord gave the Word.” Oh, what 
mighty power back of it, when the Lord 
gives the Word! As in the Creation He 
just spoke and it was done, so the Lord 
just gave the Word, and now the “latier 
rain” is falling—glory!
